At 12 o'clnck, after a preliminary 
■kirmish of an hoar over ths barley 
schedule, tbo bill was reported to the 
honse and the closing speeches were 
made. Snob a vast cnncduiHc of peopl 
as ; assembled to hear these last argu 
ments apon the great eoonomic issue 
about to be mibmitted for final arbitra 
ment to the representatives of the Amer 
lean paeide had nerer before beeo. eeen 
within the precinctH of thf Ti;ition*s legis- 
lative Capitol. Nothing liice it was ^ 
known in the history of tiM OMatl Id- 
habitant of the capital. 

For hoars before the debate began the 
oorridon leading to the gallarios were a 
•oigliig mass of hamai^ty, which finally 
became so great that men cried ont in 
terror and women fainttd in frijfht. 
was estimated that over 20,000 attempted 
to gain admittance to the gallaiiee of the 
honse. Their Heating capacity is about 
8,000, and every available seat was occu 
pied kng before the gavel dropped. The 
j)eople were lined against the walls and 
banked against the doors. So great did 
the crash become that the members of 
the bonse seoored permissitm to bring 
their wiTea apon the floor. 

Shortly Jifter the house convonod at I 
t)'clock the crowds in the immense gal 
leiy OB Um north side of the ohomber 
booamn po grout that there was imminent 
danger that some of the people would be 
pressed over the railing into thehoase 
below. ThoKe in the corridoiB kept 
cnishiug into the doorways and those 
Ktill furtlier buck pressMl forward imtil 
the stairs and aisles of the gallery were 
literally packed wlfli a mob of leetleis, 
impatient men. 

The crowding in at the doors, how 
ever, contmned nntil Sjieiikcr Crinp, who 
had been uorvonsly noting; tlie danKiToua 
pa<'king of people, inti'rrni)t«'d the roll 
call long enough to say that it was in the 
Interest of safety to human life that the 
doorway should be cleared. He asked 
the doorkeeper of the gallery to clear out 
Bome of thoee ''^ho st(H)d in the entrances 
so aa to make thoHe already iiiaido us 
comfortable as posfihle, without being 
in danger. It was next to impoasible 
however, to at once ezeoate this order, 
as their was absolutely no room for the 
ejectment of those who had found en 
trance into the ai.sles, but the policemen 
kept pressing back the people until they 
had materially redu('e<i the danger ttwt 
was 80 very apparent. 

When iCr. Reed, the first siwaker, 
arcae at last to deliver the final plea for 
protection, the overhanging galleries 
were black and dense with the spectators 
who thronKcd thom. Every inch of bpaco 
ui)on the floor was taken. It was a bril 
liant, as well as a large assembly. Only 
10 of the 854 members of the hooae were 
absent; many grave and reverend sena 
tors and other distingnished personages 
were on the floor, and in the galleries 
were Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Vice Presi- 
dent StMvenson and other ladleo of emi' 
nence and distinction. 

Then fur three hoars the oratory of tta 
champions of the two eoooomio systems 
followed— Reed, Crisp and Wilson- 
while their partisana made the air vocal 
■with their slioutH of approval. The ap- 
pearance of tl* speaker of the hooae up- 
on the floor engaged in debate was in 
a remarkable as well as an un- 
tUng. Each of the speakers 
aeemed to be in his beet form, and the 
speeches which they delivered will rank 
among the moet brilliant uf their lives. 
When those were finished Mr. Wilson, 
who spoke last, was lifted on the shoul- 
ders of his admiring colleagues and car- 
ried triumphantly from the hall amid a 
aeene «f tmmatched enthnsiaira. 

When it came to voting the victory 
for the mea-yure was overwhelming. 
The vote upon the income tax pro peti- 
tion (taken in oonneotioa- with the in- 



ternal revenue amenament) stood 182 to 
50. Only 12 Republicans voted upon 
this proposition. Seven for and five 
againal. The Demooratio t^podtloa 
amonnted to 45. 

The last effort was made by those 
Df-iiKx'i atH who are opposed to the meas- 
ure in whole or in part, led by Mr. Covert 
of New York, to recommit the bill, but 
the Republicans refused to join in this 
attempt to scotch the meastire, and 
ended in a dismal failure. But 86 Dem- 
ocrats voted for it, not enough to sectkre 
the yeas and nays a record-making votv. 

The vote on the final passage of the 
bill was a surprise. Amid the most in- 
tense enthusiasm Democrat after Demo- 
crat who had been ooonted upon to vote 
against the measore, like Blanchard, 
'^eltzhoover, Boatner, Cockran, Coombs 
Dunn, English, (iclsMenhainer, MoAleer, 
Ryan and others reci ndwl their votes in 
the affirmative. Only 17 Democrats of 
uf all the boasted Demooratio oppceition 
to the measare stood oat to the ttd and 
voted against it. As each one cast his 
vote it was greeted by applause and 
cheers from the Republican side. 

Thoee who voted against it wore Bart- 
lett, Campbell, Covert, Cummings, 
Haines, Hendriz, Sohermerhom and 
Bicklei of New York, Cadmas of New 
.Tersey, Sperry and Page of Connecticut, 
Ueary of CaUfomia, Sibley of Pennsyl 
vania and Davey, Meyer, Price and 
Robertson of Louisiana. The majority 
for the bill, 64, exceeded the most enn 
gtdna ezpeetatioaa of the Demooratio 
membere of me wsgre avA 
mittee. 

When the speaker annonnoed the vote 
cheer followed cheer u\K>n the Demo- 
cratic side. Papei-s, hats, congressional 
records, and in fact everything which 
Democrats could lay their hands apon 
were flnng high in the air. 

Mr. Wilson quickly moved to adjourn. 
Mr. Bontelle tried to intervene with a 
(jui'sticn on |trivilt'xe, lint thn motion to 
adjourn cut iiim otf . The house there- 
upon adjouttoed, and the exciting events 
of the day were over.

Senator Hill presented resolutions of 
the New York legislature congratulating 
the president on his abandonnisnt of his 
Hawaiian policy and proli 
the Wilson tariff bill. 

A resolution was presented by Senator 
Allen diaecting the secretary of the treaa- 
ary to liform the eenate what amonnt 
of pMwr money issued by the govern- 
ment has been redeemed since 1S75 and 
how mnch of it, if any, has been reis- 
sued; also, what authority of law estets 
for the 9old reeerve and wImb it 
established and why it is now main- 
tained. 

Senator Oonnan objected to the re- 
quest for immediate oooaideration of the 
resolution and It went over. 

Senator Feller presented areeolution 

directing the secretary of the treasury to 
inform the senate how many offers of 
bond purchases have been presented, giv- 
ing thu names jud places of business of 
the pt-rsons, firms or corporations, and 
for what amonnt-i and in what sums re- 
spectively the iKjnds have been sold. 

Senator Vest secured unanimoun con- 
sent that the bill for u site and erection 
of a new government printing oftice 
should be made a special order for next 
Wednesday, m4 be OOOSidered «StU dis- 
posed of. 

The bond (jnestiun WSS Main taken up 
and con.sume<l the rest of uie time until 
adjournment. 

Tiio i)rin( ipal spcccht's of the day were 
made by Senator Stewart and Senator 
Allison, both of whom contendiMl that 
the secretary of the treasury had no 
power t«.) insue bonds for other puriwses 
tlian redemption, and that it would be a 
violation of law for the Hecretary of the 
treasury to use the money thun accruing 
for the puiixjse of meeting current ex- 
penditures.

Chicago, Fab. 8. Fire broke out m 
the warehouse of Felix & Marston, the 
oldest willow and wooden ware ware- 
house in the west. The building is lo- 
cated on oanal street at the intersection 
of Heuy street, and is aboot 100 by m 
feet in area, extending back to the 
Pennsylvania oompany's tracks. 

About 30 employee were In the build- 
ing when the fire startsd, and the flames 
spread so rapidly that ssisujw tar means 
of the elevators was cat off and the men 
rescued with diflealty. Two of the « 
ployea were badly homed and seriously 
cut in making thair esoapss throaih a 
window. 

Within an hour and a half aftsr the 
discovery of the blaze, tha stock was • 
total lose and the building badly dam 
aged. The total loss is flSO.OOO; the 
damage to stock being |80,000 aod to the 
buiidmg $50,000. 

One of tl > walls in falling buried two 
frame dwe 'ngs, crushing them beneath 
the bricks and burning timl)«rs. The 
oocupanta oi the cottages narrowly es 
caned with their lives, and thsif 
hold effects are a total leas.

ADMIRAL OA QAMA'8 STATEMENT. 

Snbataiica af tha Letter Srnt to the Con- 
r«r«nni- of NbvmI Commanders. 

Rio .T.xNuuo, Feb. 8. The following 
is the letter which Admiral Da Qama 
sent to the conference of naval oom- 
mandeis of the vatioas nations imvtsent 
edheietodisoanttiaaetioa of Admiral 
Benham in nrotscting Amerioaa vessels 
who wishsd to go to their wharves 
against interference on the part of the 
insurgents. 

•At the beginning of the revolution 
the city of Rio J aneiro was defended by 
pix field pieces and was at the mercy of 
the s(iuadr«n in the harbor. The chiefs 
of the foreign naval fleets, in a collective 
and unanimous note, declared that thev 
would opposp with force a l»i)mbani- 
meut, unless it w;i.s pruvuked troni the 
laud. On leaniing of this Pn sident 
Pci.xoto withdrew his field pii-ces. and 
by strati frem I) gan the work of rcfurti- 
tyiuy the city with nniu' iotis and heavy 
guns. 

'The Work w(.s begun s< cretly and 
was conipleted ojirnh . All the hills in 
the city wi.-ro niarked by f')rfiti( atinns 
and the nioiuLSteries and factories were 
converted into fui tres-ses. Tr. ndics were 
dug in the .stre(,ts and other methods 
were taken to make the city secure. 
Along with thi se nieiusures it was report- 
ed that it v/m the intention of the gov- 
ernment soon to open fbe upon thasqoad- 
mn." 

AfV v making this statement Admiral 
Da (jama, in his cumninnication, asks: 
Are the cunditiona the same? Are not 
you to hlaine f i r the change? Should 
yon not force Poixuto to keeji his cum- 
pact '; The tank of the squadron is more 
arduous, bloody and dangeroos, bat w( 

do not falter. 

•Our compact will Ix? kept t<> the last, 
but wo reserve the right to reply to tht 
city batteries when they deserve it with 
out notice. The blame for the result 
veill be upon you." 

Admiral Benham sent word to Admi 
ral Da Oama that he would not inter 
fere with his military operations, and 
told him that he would only object when 
he tired on American sUps for the pur 
iKjse of frightening them from going to 
their wharves. 

Admiral Benham says ttuH no com- 
pact exists between the commanders of 
the foreign fleets. Tliey withdrew from 
their agreement for the protsotioii Of the 
city against bombardment ttw tnsur- 
gent vessels months ago. 

The admiral says that he has asked his 
govemmant at Washington whether be 
shall insist apon notloe being given by 
the ineargents previous to any attempt 
to bombaTd the city. He thinks that if 
Rio Janeiro is fortified he will not be 
justifled in interfering with any move of 
this sort on lha pan of ^uSfdnl Da 
Oama. 

It is evident that the commanders of 
the other fleets are also donbtfol on this 
point, as they have also adted iastruc- 
tions from their governments. 

Admiral Benham has warned the com- 
manders of American ships in tha harbor 
that a bombardment is possible. He 
has told them what they should do, and 
indicated to what extent ha oooUl piotect 
them.

Advers(> comment h;is been created by 
the faet that y. >fenliiy afternoon unties 
was sent t.i tht I'nitdl States niinist. r l)v 
the piiivisiunal government that the 17th 
of .faiinury w.is th« national holidav 
and asking him if he wouhl honui it 
With public notice and sulutes fnan tho 
United States warshiiis in purr. This 
letter of invitation mcludrd twu others 
addressed to the captains of the Fnit^d 
States steaiiiers Philadelphia ;md Adams, 
asking them to join in the celebration. 

At 4 p. m. yesterday a replv wjus re- 
ceived which greatly startled" tlu' gov- 
ernment. The substance of Minister 
Willis' reply is nnoffldally given as fol- 
lows: 

••I have received >our notice of yester- 
day and am obliged to say that the 
United State.--, tiiul- it imnoa'-^il/le to oe 
present to partnapatc in the celebration 
of national indei)endence us proposed by 
the provisional government of Hawaii. 
I, therelore. d cline to take part in such 
celebrations on the part of the United 
States of America." 

Upon recH i>t of this message the wild- 
est excitement prevailed m government 
circles. They had thought that, as th? 
Cleveland administration had acknowl- 
edged the provisional government, the 
United Stat.ja was prepared to stand by 
its guns. 

The situation at the present writing is 
one in which the annexationists ni« 
standing shoulder to shoulder.

The Frankfort oorrespondent of the 

Louisville Post says: "The doctors are 
I well represented in the General Assem- 
: bly, and the pro fe ss i on appears disposed 
to utilize the represMltatives. In addi- 
' tion to that skeleton in the closet of for- 
' mer sessions irreverently denominated 
the stiff bill, and that other haunt of leg- 
islative halls, the bill to abolish empiri- 
cism, other meaaures of medical men are 
here for consideration. Of these the regu- 
lar practitkmers of the State are prob- 
ably more generally personally interested 
in that bearing on the regulation pf 
practfce, t|^ reeognitlon and ratification 
of diplomas by the .'Secretary of the State 
Board of Health at a regulate and ratify. 
The one in which this fuucliunary is 
most interested is that intended to regu- 
late the term of his office and the re- 
quirements thereof. That which Ix)uis- 
ville medical colleges is mostly directly 
interested in is one empowering all medi- 
cal colleges to iasoe diplomas to fradn* 
ates. 

••This but bill comes from the South- 
western Homeopathic rolle>.:e i>f Louis- 
ville, but is general, encompassing in its 
provisions ^opatbic institutions as well. 
This bill is a jirecautionary measure in- 
tended to cover any technical ilefect in 
the right of the homeopathic colleges to 
issue diplomas. This institution beinj;! 
new in Kentucky is incorporated under j 
the incorporation act of the late long, un- ' 
lamented seHsion. The allopathists hold 
that under the provisions of this act 
there is no rij^ht granted to issue diplo- j 
mas, and in the kindness of their profes- 
sional souls warned the homeopatlu to 
^et a liiistle (III aiul seoore this right by 
special enactment. 

"That the allopaths were not alto- 

V'etlier disiiiti^rested in this is evident 
when one takes a squint at the provis- 
ions of the corporation law, section 86, 

which ill eflect repeals, September 2"^, 
1«)7, the special act under which right 
to issue diplomas is held by all medical 
colle<»'es in Kentucky. 

" It maybe of interest to .the dental 
colleges to have It celled to their atten- 
tion tiiat the same repealing clause ap- 
plies equally to them, and that it is in 
order for them to send along a little bill 
asking an extension of life in the line of 
professional procuration lest the art of 
both extraction and insertion suffer in 
the near future from lackvf properly ac- 
cre^Kted artfett In molar lepradaetlon. 

"Another mea.sure in proress of legis- 
lative incubation that is of the utmost 
importance to the medical profeeston in 

general and very many of the medicine 
men in particular, provides for the crea- 
tion of a State Board of Medical Examin- 
ers. This board will not, as does the 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
examine yearly the diplomas held by 
practicing physicians at 12 an examina- 
tion, but will have before it in person 
every man, w oman or colored person who 
does now or desires hereafter to practice 
the healing art in the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky. P'ach and everyone of these 
will be subjected to a rigid examination 
in the discrstkm of ike board, and upon 

this will rest tlM iila of he, she or its 

right to kill or enie at pleasure or other- 
wise, in the d*iys yet undawned. The 

parchment that medical colleges have or 
may confer will count as little with this 
autocratic organization, as does now the 
ex]ierience of half a lifetime successful 
practice with that other autocrat of the 
dissecting table, the Heoretary of the 
SUte Board of Health. . 

A resolution was introduced in the 
House Tliursilay to punish the absentees. 

The Uiles Compulsory Education bill, 
resurrected from the committee and 
chaiiKcd so as to be barely recognizable, 
was again reported. The bill now con- 
tains a local option clause, and provides 
that any county may have the right to 
vote on the question of this law. 

Mr. Hart has introduced a bill to 
amend the bank laws, so that any one of 
the ofiicers of a bank can make oath to 
the statements required from time to 
time by the law. At present the law re- 
quires " each " officer to make oath. 

Representative scored a decided vic- 
tory in securing the passsge of the bill for 
the protection of gsme. The experience 
of advocates of such a bill has heretofore 
been |hat the bill is practically killed by 
amendments, the most of which permit 
the netting and trapping of (piail. By 
skillful aud rapid work on the floor of 
the House Mr. Hart got through what is 
now a good bill. The change which be 
saw fit to accept is really a good one, 
since it allows quail to be killed only from 
November 1 to January 1, instead <^from 
October 20 to Janoaiy 15.

In thi8 palace of King Demos there 
are Btato aimrtments moat richly he 
decked; there are a drawing room, i 
danoeroom, a banquet room, and 1 know 
iwt^ wha^ m4 thaw apartmenta 
mad on nitlTa occasions when offlof al 
dtydom is exjiectcd to disport itself to 
the credit o<* the community — whidi 
latter by one, two, tlirce, four or morn 
thousand representatives comes to join 
in the gayety. 

The najw of Olaagow la oallad the 
NSQ inwfUHb BO n onoesD xor inne 
years at nothing a year. He is expect- 
ed to lire in some state and hospitality 
and to uphold the gentle dignity of the 
town. It costs him from |1 0,000 to 
lis, 000 or 120,000 annually to du thi», 
as oircuniatancea sarra. Obvioosly it is 
aaalar for atioli mm ttkan it is for 
camel to enter the prorostsliip of Olaa- 
gow. But the Glaswegians propose 
that if the camel be not available, tii><u 
shall not the rich man have it all his 
own way. Tliey talk now of endowing 
the proToetahip, so that tho aoms nec 
aasariljrqMBt aponaplaBdornay hence- 
forth come from the public purse. Bnt 
they do not projwse to give the lord 
provxst a Biilnry. His seiTioea mut be 
gratuitous a8 before. 

UiaH>;ow is a solid looking town. 
Every building is of stone, after the 
Scotch way. One rarely sees brick in 
Scotland. The ribs of the hills are dug 
oat for hnilding withal, so that a 
Scotch town seems built t<^ endure. 
Wherever you go you find stone stairs 
in the buildings of Glasgow. 

The dillerence between British bnild- 
ing and American is not mm marked 
than in thia OMttar of itOM alairways 
and brick partition walb — dwelling 

honsee, I mean, as well as warehouses. 

Deeming it necessary to prevent tho 
construotiou of sky cleaving buildinKs, 
which shut out light, air and everj*- 
thing but ugliness, the Ulasgow folk 
enacted a law that no boUdlng ahall be 
higher than Am wldfli of thaatrerton 
which It fronts. You can build a mile 
high if you have a thoroughfare as wide 
as that. 

A capital thing they b^ve in Glasgow 
which wo have not. The municipality 
has conatnicted a number of bath- 
hooaes, flttad witii hnge irtiita tiled 

swimming tanks, each holding from 
80,000 to 100,000 gallons of water. The 
water is kept at a teniperatiire ot 70 de- 
grees. These baths are open day and 
evening throughout tho year. The ad- 
niariqn to thaae baths is 4 oanta par per- 
aoD. Half a mlUion bathera nsa these 
tanla In a year. Connected with the 
bath bnildingH aro washhouses where 
workiiiKnitn in wives do their family 
laundry \V(jrk, having for a charge of 
5 cents per h(jur tho use of a washing 
stall with hot and cold water and ateam 
diying appUaaoM.
